REVENUE OF 
RAILROADS IS 
STILL LOWER. 


Net Operating Income for 
Than March. 


([EXCLOSIVE DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, June 12.—Despite 
reduction of operating expenses, rail- 
road earnings fell still lower in April, 
according to a statement issued to- 
night by the Association of Railway 
Executives. 

The net operating income in April 
was $29,201,000, or $1,494,000 less 
than in March. 

“On the basis of the tentative valu- 
ation fixed for rate-making purposes 
by the commission under the Trans- 
portation Act, this would bé at the 
rate of return of 2.18 per cent, com- 
pared with 2.30 per cent in March,” 
says the statement. “The carriers 
in April fell short $51,286,000, or 
approximately 64 per cent, of earn- 
ing the amount contemplated by the 
act. The tabulations are based on 
reports received from 201 railroads, 
representing a total of 235,160 miles. 

“Comparison of the reports with 
those for March show that the rai- 
roads during April made still greater 
cuts in their operating expenses, but 
that their operating revenues were 
also less. The ratio of operating ex- 
penses to revenues in April was 86.74 
per cent, compared with $87.19 per 
cent in March. 

“Reductions compared with April, 
1920, in operating expenses were re- 
ported in all districts. 

the eight months since 
Sept. 1, 1920, when the guaranty pe- 
riod expired, the net operating in- 
come of the carriers has totaied 
$278,008,000, which would be at the 
annual rate of\return of 2.41 per 
cent on the tentative valuation of 


the railroads. This sum, however, is

templated to be earned from the 
rates established by the commision.

British, Germans Negotiating 
for Trade Openings. 


Old Regime Hates England,

BERLIN, June 12.—British and 
German industrial leaders are ne- 
gotiating for the exploitation of cer- 
tain Russian resources, The Times 


correspondent learns in diplomatic 
circles. It is asserted that conversa- 
tions to this end are now under way 
with more-than just the industrial- 
ists of each country involved, but 
reports that an agreement has been 
concluded must be regarded as pre- 
mature. 

Among the contemplated deals is 
one headed by Vickers. LAd., on the 
British side, and by Hugo Stinnes, 
coal baron of Germany. These ne- 
gotiations are said to be of a wholly 
private nature. 

According to Prof. Bond, the Rus- 
sian expert, writing in the Berliner 
Tagebiatt, American-Japanese | in- 
terests also are engaged in negotia- 
tions concerning chiefly the explot- 
tation of Siberian resources.

The Izcvestia, of- 
ficial Red newspaper in Moscow, as- 
serts: “Russia is still surrounded 
with enemies. Our trade  agree- 
ments are being sabotaged and their 
execution obstructed.” 

The newspaper threatens that the 
sovieé government will break its 
agreements with Great Britain and 
Germany if this continues. 

Moscow appears to be greatly con- 
cerned also over events in the Far 
East.

There he was a brickmason, study- 
ing music tn his odd hours. Accord- 
ing to the story, he had a habit of 
singing at his work. One day Sam 
ones, “the Georgia evangelist,” 
visited the place where he was work- 
ing. Attracted by Prof. Excell’s 
voice, he engaged him as a chorister, 
and for the next twenty years the 
two were inseparable. 

In 1881 Prof. Excell began the 
publishing of hymn books. These 
rapidly attained a wide usage in 
Protestant churches the world over. 

Since 1914 Prof. Excell has been 
an officer of the Internationa] Sun- 
day-Schoo!l Association and acted as 
musical director and choir leader at 
ita conventions. He had visited 
virtually every State and province on 
the North American continent.

This convention, the veteran un- 
ion labor leader said, would mark 
a “milestone in our national prog- 
Tess,” would deal with the “great 
post-war issues confronting organ- 
ized labor, which are today in the 
balance at the crucial moment where 
the die must be cagt one way or the 
other.” 

Despite many reports that Presi- 
dent Gompers and his administra- 
tion would be opposed for re-elec- 
tion, there was not any open indi- 
eation of such a movement. While 
John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers, who had been 
boomed as a candidate for the presi- 
dency by the anti-Gompers forces, 
declined to make any statement, it 
was understood he would not oppose 
the labor chief. 

MACHINISTS CAN'T VOTE. 

The machinists’ union delegates 
cannot vote for President Gompers, 
}as they are instructed by their in- 
ternational! organization not to vote 
for any officer who is “an active or 
honofary member of the National 
Civic Federation.” 

The machinists’ delegates are in- 
structed to work for the passage 
of a resolution providing for the 
election of the officials and mem- 
bers of the federation executive 
council by a géneral referendum 
vote of all organized workers of the 
country. They also waht the federa- 
tion reorganized along industria) 
lines, instead of craft lines—making 
it a great industrial congress.

union terminal in the Plaza district. But 
the railroads, instead of complying with this 
order, have resorted to their old tactics of 
pettifogging and delay by appealing to the 
commission and the courts for a rehearing.

Interviews given by the attorneys of the 
railroads when the decision of the Railroad 
Commission was rendered are to the effect 
that they will be able to tle up the union 
terminal project through court delays for 
another ten years. The Times has too much 
confidence both in the péople and in the 
courts to believe for a moment that they 
will consent to such an outrage. The courts 
are established under the Constitution for 
the purpose of assisting in carrying out the 
will.of the people, not evading or blocking 
it. Similar boasts were made by the South- 
ern Pacific when the free harbor at San 
Pedro was under discussion; but the delay 
lasted less than six months. 

By reason of the mandate of the Railroad 
Commission the city of Los Angeles be 
comes a very important party to the con- 
troversy. Pledges contained in numerous 
resolutions adopted by the Council bind the 
city government to do all in its power to 
hasten the construction of the terminal and 
the elimination of the dangerous grade 
crossings.

To the specious arguments 
of the railroad attorneys they will oppose 
the unanswerable logic of law and justice.

planned, sustained themselves largely on 
happy imaginings—only to hear those dread 
words, “Too Late.” : 

One does not envy the job of the officials 
in dealing with these despairing people. For 
they are men with human hearts and the 
scenes of misery they must witness are 
heartrending. Just a trifling percentage of 
the immigrants can be accepted—and well 
one can picture the fierce hopes, the wildly 
palpitating anxiety as to who shall stay 
among the fortunate elect and who return 
among the broken-hearted thousands. Many 
are called, but few are chosen—and the re- 
sponsibility of making the selection must be 
heartbreaking.

Who speaks for this government 


abroad? 

Theoretically and under the Constitution, 
the President. Actually, within recent 
years, any man in the employ of the gov- 
ernment who has nerve enough to purchase 
notoriety at the expense of the nation which 
he is supposed to serve. 


That brave officer, Rear-Admiral Sims's 


London speech, coming as it does after Col. 
Harvey's outburst, emphasizes a condition 
which is frequently embarrassing and which 
might easily become serious. 

It is not a question of whether they or 
any others who speak without authority, 
though in authority, speak folly or wisdom. 
They are speaking on issues of interna- 
tional import and they are doing it without 
the approval of the one officia] on behalf of 
whom they have a right to speak. That 
their utterances are rash and explosive only 
adds to their offense. 

Certainly a high naval official should know 
and respect the importance of a scrupulous 
regard for the prerogative of the command- 
er-in-chief. Equally, an Ambassador should 
not indulge in bon mots as the expense of 
the Chief Executive, whose voice abroad 
he is supposed to be. 

We do not begrudge Sims or Harvey the 
privilege of speaking their individual minds 
as freely as they please, so long as they 
are in private life. But every American 
should be offended at a calculated disre- 
gard for the authority of the President and 
an unwarranted assumption of the right to 
sit in judgment on our people when they 
are theoretically the servants of the people. 

No one has taken the composite menta!l- 
ity of Congress seriously for half a century 
—not even Congress itself. Nevertheless, 
we do not like to have one branch of the 
government seeking foreign platforms to de- 
nounce another branch, just for the sport 
of the thing—and the attendant publicity. 
If there are “jackasses” in Congress, after

A pro- 
fessed Catholic, he imprisoned the 
Pope; a pretended patriot, he impov- 
erished the country, and in the name 
of Brutus, he seized without remorse 
and wore without shame the diadem 
of the Caesars. Through this panto 
mime of pdlicy fortune played the 
clown to hié caprices. At his touch 
crowns crumbled, beggars reigned, 
systems vanished; the wildest theo- 
ries took the color of his whim and 
all that was Venerable and all that 
was novel changed places with the 
rapidity of a drama. Elven apparent 
defeat assumed the appearance of 
victory; his flight from Egypt con- 
firmed his destiny; ruin itself only .

ANNOUNCE LONG 
LIST OF GIFTS. 


Technology Institute. 
Henry M. Robinson Speaks to 
Year's Graduates. 
Degrees Are Conferred on 
Many at Exercises. 


Announcement that the Califor- 
nia Institute of Technology haa re- 
celved gifts totaling $1,050,000 dur- 
ing the school year, was made at 
the commencement exercises for 
the graduating c of 1921 under 
the campus oaks’in Pasadena yes- 
terday. At the same time announce- 
ment was made of additions to the 
faculty, for the year 1921-22, and 
degrees were conferred. 

Prof. C. K. Judy, chairman of the 
faculty, presided at the exercises 
and conferred the degrees. The 
commencement address was made 
by Henry M. Robinson, president of 
the First National Bank of Los An- 
geles and of the Los Angeles Trust 
and Savings Bank, and first vice- 
president of the board of trustees 
of the institute. 

In outlining the history of the 
institute, during the last decade, 
‘and in pointing out that the engi- 
neer of the future will have much 
to do with the developing of our 
foreign trade and in the making of 
the necessary examinations for in- 
vestment of American money 
abroad. Mr. Robinson said, in part: 

“Ten years ago the controlling 
minds of the California Institute of 
Technology conceived an institution 
of learning that should have as its 
aim and ambition the training of 
men to a point beyond that in 
vogue in other technical institutions 
throughout the United States, as far 
as the fundamentals of science are 
concerned. 

“The result of the change in pol- 
icy is that the requirements of this 
institute, both within equivalent 
courses and upon graduation, are 
at least equal to those of other simi- 
lar institutions. 

GIFTS ENUMERATED. 


“Today we have come to that mile- 
stone in the existence of this insti- 
tute where it is definitely certain 
that the plans of the institute wil! 
be carried forward to the fullest 
completion. As evidence of this. 
since the commencemept of 1920, the 
institute has received the follow- 
ing gifts: An additional gift f:0m 
Dr. Norman Bridge for the Nor- 
man Bridge Laboratory of Physics: 
a gift of $70,000 from John Wads- 
worth of Pasadena, and a gift of 
$20,000 dnd one of $50.090 from oth- 
er residents of Pasadena, who wish 
their names withheld. 

“The institute has also received 
pledges for endowment, to which 
certain conditions are attached, as 
follows: One pledge ag $100,000 and 
two additiona|] pledges of $59,000 
each from residents of Los Angeles 
and a fourth pledge of $60,000 from 
a Pasadena resident. In addition, a 
telegram just received from New 
York says that Dr. Norman Bridge 
gives $650,000 for a library for the 
department of physics, and up to 
$200,000 for an addition to the 
physics laboratory building when 
needed.

|has had to deal with the most ex- 


perienced organization for the 
financing of educational institutions 
in existence. After several investi- 
gations, Dr. Butterick, who has been 
in this work for more than twenty

Interest in Oil Activities at 
Long Beach is Keen.

With four wells now drilling at 
better than 4000 feet, the outlook 
for Brea becoming one of the deep- 
sand producing fields of the South 
is not very promising. The deepest 
of the deep sand test wells is that 
of the Brea Canyon Oj) Company.

’ hole. From the wells drilled 
in three distinct sections of the 
field, it appears that the bulk of 
the Brea field production is at 3200 
and 3500, and it is needless to drill 
deeper. 
 Placentia-Richfield is about to 
have another production increase. A 
number of wells are ready to drill 
out the cement and go into the oi! 
gands. One of the most promising 
is the Potter well of the Amalga- 
mated At 3200 thie well is exhib- 
ing some wonderful showings, and 
the prediction is that it will be the 
Amalgamated’s biggest producer in 
the Richfield district.

According to the 
charges of the independent opera- 
tors, the big concerns stand to profit

Dr. Smith Calls “Pictures” 
Most Powerful Medium of 
Expression. 


te Herbert Booth Smith of Im- 
manue) Presbyterian Church spoke 
last night on the subject, “The 
Church and The Movies, or Shall We 
Cleah Up or Clean Out the Motion 
Pictures?” giving the first part of 
hig address on that theme. He said, 
in 

: first motion pictures the 
world were exhibited in this coun- 
try some fifty years ago in Phila- 
delphia, at which time it was pre- 
dicted that the instrument was -des- 
tined to becomé a most valuable 
auxiliafy to the appliances for 
ae This prediction has been 
more han fulfilled when we 
realize that. more than 20,000,000 
persons, approximately one-fifth of 
our entire population,-are daily be- 
ing influenced for good or evil by 
this, the most powerful medium of 
expression and impression yet in- 
vented. , 

“The metion picture industry has 
risen to the place of the third larg- 
est business in the United States to- 
day. Possibilities for good of motion 
pictures are that they act as a pre- 
ventive of war through dissemina- 
tion of much information concernh- 
ing the various peoples of the world 
and-hence neighborly friendlines, is 
given a chance to do its kindly 
work; history and geography can 
be studied in the films; there are 
religious possibilities in the motion 
pictures. 

“What are the main counts 
against the movie today? The gross- 
ness and crudity of the type of life 
there presented, especially to chili- 
dren, in contrast to the refinement 
which is desired by people of high 
— Ideals regarded as sacred are 
ridiculed. Values of life seem to 
change their place. The twentieth 
century movie gives us a warped 
and lopsided view of life. 

“Tt tan’t necessary to instruct our 
children how tolow open a safe in 
order to teach them to be honest.
